The National EMS Education Standards, first published in 2009, are being revised with the
support of the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) and the Health

Resources and Services Administration (HRSA). The revision is a community-wide, collaborative

effort being led by the National Association of EMS Educators and the RedFlash Group. The

project's Development Team met earlier in 2019 to review the recently released National EMS
Scope of Practice Model and stakeholder input to produce a first draft of the revisions. This
draft is now available and public comment can be provided until September 20 using this

The National EMS Education Standards were created to outline the critical topics to be covered
in the initial education of the four levels of EMS clinician: EMR, EMT, AEMT and paramedic. The
